“The whole 6,000 miles of road in Dlinois, good, 
bad and indifferent, average but 1.09, and thus we 
see we are being charged in excess of rates demon- 
strated by these roads to be payiug and satisfactory, 
2 cents and 4 100 of a cent per ton per mile 

“The incoming and outgoing toanaze of Jasper 
County per annum was, several years ago, 160,000 
tons. It cannot be less now. This gives us 18. 
240,000 tens one mile, which, multiphed by this ex- 
cess (2.495), gives $442,830. This is an enormous 
sum for one county to be unjustly taxed, and in 
fact it will far exceed this amount, when the higher 
rates are computed, as even the lowest rates ex- 
ceed the New Orleans rates by balf a cent per ton 
per mile, within a fraction. 

“It may be safely set down that Jasper County is 
being taxed beyond conscience and reason, not less 
than 500 00 per annum. 

The sum is so monstrously large that it staggers 
creduiftty, and yet school boys may sit dewn with 
proper data and soon determime the facte It only 
goes below these figures to the extent that our 
merchants refuge to submit,and give to Kansas 
City, Chicago or New Orleans the trade that of 
right ought to go to St. Louis, eur natural emporium 
mart.

THE PEARCE-FRANCIS SCANDAL 

The victim of the public flagellation in London 
yesterday afternoon, mentioned in the dispatches 
as a member of the Royal Commission onthe De- 
pression of Trade, is Mr. Pearce, the chief of the 
great Glasgow shipbuilding firm of John Elder & 
Bros., and a married man. His irate assailant is 
a gentieman named Francis. also of Glasgow. Mr. 
Francis’ statement of his wrongs is substantially as 
follows: Pearce was once his most trusted 
friend, and their intimacy was of 
many years’ standing. About five years 
ago Pearce ruined Francis“ beautiful 
neventeen-year-old daughter. He induced her to 
secretiy leave school, near Glasgow, and ac. 
companv him to London, where be established her 
in a private lodging. He surrounded her with 
every luxury and gave her an allowance of $75 per 
week, but 

GRADUALLY TIRED OF EIS VICTIM, 
and his allowance dropped to little or nothing. In 
desperation she appealed to him for means to keep 
herself alive. Being annoyed at her appeals, 


‘Pearce, by fraud and foros, had ber removed to a 


private mad-house and confined as an insane 
woman. It was there her father learned of ber 
fate and secured her release. Meeting 
Pearce accidentally in London, Francis 
could not resist the opportunity to assault 
the author of his wrongs. When his daughter first 
disappeared Francis secured the services of skilled 
detectives to search for her, but all efforts proving 
unsuccessful, she was mourned as dead.

HAS MAXWELL CONFESSED? 


An Impressien at the Four Courts That 
the Detectives Have His Statement, 

At the Four Courts, to-day, there was nothing 
new concerning the Preller murder or the assassin 
who is on his way toSt. Louis. Maxwell and Detect- 
ives Tracy and Badger will arrive at 6:4 4 m. Sunday 
and there will, of course, be a large delegation of 
curious people at the depot to get 3 
glimpse of the prisoner.

Gren. Toouns, who was by no means a brill- 
iant brigadier, says that Gen. GRANT was the 
one great soldier produced by the war; that 
LEE was a good engineer and a companionable 
gentleman, but not the man to lead a revolu- 
tionary army ; that the South was throttled by 
Jerr Davis and his West Pointers with their 
martinet discipline; that ALBERT SYDNEY 
JOHNSTON was the one man who would certain- 
ly have led the South to success if he had not 
fallen in battle, and that Joz JOHNSTON 
came next. It is the fashion in 
Georgia to quote Gen. Toouns asa sort of Sir 
Oracle in regard to all sorts of subjects, as well 
as in matters of law, but it is noticeable that 
even he, in laying the defeat of the South at 
the door of her West Pointers, names a West 
Pointer, General GRANT, as the one great sol- 
dier produced by the war, names another West 
Pointer, ALBERT SYDNEY JOHNSTON, asthe one 
man on the Southern side who could with cer- 
tainty have led the Southern armies to final vic- 
tory, and then names still another West Pointer, 
Gen. JOE JOHNSTON, as the man who came 
next. How either of the two JOHNSTONS could 
have obtained more men and resourced than 
the South had, or how either could have pre- 
vented her from being defeated and worn out 
by greatly superior forces, Gen. ToomBs does 
not pretend to tell us. The very men he names 
were as completely defeated in what they were 
sent to do as ever LEE was in what he under- 
took, and inadequate means is their excuse as 
well as his. Gen. Toomss’ nero, ALBERT Syp- 
NEY JOHNSTON, wrote ina letter to Jerr Davis 
that military success was after all the only con- 
clusive test of military ability, and, tried by 
that exacting test, STONEWALL JACKSON was 
the only Southern General who was not a fail- 
ure. Yet Gen. Jom JOHNSTON does not hesitate 
to say that STONEWALL JACKSON was merely a 
a good division commander, and no strategist at 
all. When the defeated begin to lay the com- 
mon failure on each other, we see that military 
criticism is apt to be a very vain thing.

Crown Windfalis. 
London Correspondence of the New Yorn World. 

By the Perton ease just decided by Mr. Justice 
Chitty, the English Crown geta a “windfall” of 
£200,000. It may therefore interest your readers to 
know that a Parliamentary return is annually 
issued as to these “Crown Windfails,” the latest of 
which shows that during the past year a sum of 
£64,008 17s. 5d. was received by the Treasury Solic- 
itor as the Crown's nominee in respect of the estates 
of persons dying intestate without known next of 
kin. This sum, added to the balance in hand at the 
commencement of the year (£201,312 14s. 1d.) makes 
a grand total of £330,406 lls. 6d. From this 
amount a sum of £100,000 was paid into the Ex- 
chequer on account of the Crown's share; £87,170 
3s. 7d. on account of grants out of estates; certain 
sums for costs, etc, leaving a balance in hand at 
the close of the year amounting to £115,846 lls. 5d 


Secretary Bayard'’s White Hat, 
From the Commercial Advertiser. 

The appearance of Secretary Bayard in the same 
carriage with President Cleveland, wearing a white 
hat, caused much surprise and comment as the 
cortege moved by.

A Lesson From Lightning, 
From the New Yerk Sun. 

A telegram from Madrid brings news of a fatal 
thunderbolt which fell last week upon a church at 
Gerona while mass was being celebrated in the 
building. Twoof the worshippers were struck by 
the lightning and instantly killed, while fifteen 
other persons in the congregation were severely 
hurt. 

If these casualties had occurred on a Sunday pic- 
nic instead of in a church, and to people engaged 
in amusing themselves instead of worshipping God, 
there would have beep many to think and say that 
the fire from heaven was simply an instrument of 
punishment from the hand of an offended Deity, to 
signify displeasure at a transgressiou of His laws.

The Bxtraordinary Attempt of a 
Doctor to Poison a Rival 
Practitioner. 


The Trial of Dr. Estachy Before the 
Assizes Court of Vaucluz, France— 
His Rival’s Success Drives Estachy 
to Attempted Murder — Poisoned 
Tarts. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, August 13.— The Paris correspondent 
of the London Times, writing under date of July 
$1, says: An extraordinary attempt made by a 
French doctor to poison a rival practitioner was 
brought before the Assizes Court of Vauciuz yes- 
terday. The accused, Dr. Estachy, is a practi- 
tioner at Portuis, 40 years of age, and a member of 
the Legion of Honor. He had the reputation of 
being an able; but not very temperate, man, 
Some years ago, another medical 
— * Dr. Tournatoire, settled at 

ortu Both doctors were candidates for the 
of assistant to the Juge de Paix, and the — re 
ment was given to Tournatoire. This irritated Dr. 
Estachy, and ne inserted articles in a loca! news- 
paper which led to an open quarrel. Ata political 
dinner at Portuis he made the remark that if he 
gave vent to his feelings he would kick Tournatoira 
out of the room. lu newspaper paragraphs he 
subsequently spoke of @ certain person known te 
be his rival as a Jesuit scamp, coward and drunk- 
ard.“ He was accordingly brought ia November 
last before the correctional tribunai on a charge of 
defamation and was Senteuced to pay 
a fine of 25 francs, and 25 francs as d es. Some 
of his patients then left him ana calied on his 
rival. This seems to have excited him very much.

It was evident that there had been poisoning 
in both cases and tae symptoms could oniy be pro 
duced bya 7 poison derived trom thi 
zolam family of plants. The two tarts which had 
not been eaten were submitted to chemical analysis 
and found to contain the neutral suiphate of 
atropine. Suspicion fell on Estachy, who was 
taken into custody. “At frst he provested indig- 
nantly, then he said he had sent tne tarts, but omy 
asa joke. It was —— forty-six milligrams, 
at least, of the poison been introduced into 
each of the tarts—a quantity sufficient to cause 
death—and that there had been a narrow escape for 
those who had eaten them. The Court ordered the 
trial to be delayed until October.

Easton, Pa., August 18—One of the sharpest, 
shrewdest and neatest games ever played in Easton 
has just come to light. Mrs. Mann, a widow. lives 
on Pine street, near Fifth, and has a good-looking 
daughter, aged 18.

Barnings and Work of 1884 and 1883 
—Increase in Mileage, Capacity and 
Business Within the Past Five 
Years — Railroad Speculation — 
Causes of Recent Depression—Prob- 
lems and Prospects for the Future. 


In the outlook for the future the condition df the 
railroad interests which furnish transportation 
facilities isa most important factor. They over- 

ow any other interest and, in fact, nearly all 

rs. Poor's Manual of the Raijroads of the 
United States for 1885 gives some interesting facts 
and figures on the operations and condition of 
American railways. It compares their earnings 
for the past year with those of other years, and 
discusses the problems now before the country in 
the matter of raitroad construction and operation. 
Some of the most important statistics and conclu- 
sions to be obtaiged from the manual are given 


below: 

The total number of miles of ratiroad in the 
United States at the close of 1884 was 125,379, of 
which 8,977 were constructed during the year—the 
rate of increase being 3 17 per cent. The number 
of miles makiog returus of their share capital aud 
funded and floating debts equaled 125,152, against 
120,552 for 1888, the mncréase being 4,598, the rate of 
increase being 3.8 per cent. 

The share capital of the mileage in operation in 
1884 equaled $3. 762,616,686, against 83. 708. 000, 388 in 
1883, tme increase equaling $54,556,103, the rate of 
increase being about 1.4 per cent. 

The funded debts of all the lines at the close of 
the year aggregated 8.669. 11. 77. a sum $168.235,- 
858 in excess of the total of 18838 ($3,500,879,914), an 
increase of nearly 5 per cent. 

The otber forms of indebtedness of the several 
companies at the close of the year equaled 8244. 
666,596, against 268, 25, 85 for 1853, the decrease 
being 258.039. Toe total share capital and in- 
debtedness of all kinds of all the roads making re- 
turns equaled at the clore of the year $7,676 399-054, 
a net increase in he year of $195,533.272 over the 
total of 1884 ($7,477,865, 782), the rate of increase for 
the year being about 2.6 per cent. 

The cost per mile of all the roads making return 
— — 1 by K of 2 stocks and in- 

tedness ualed very nearly $61,400, against 
$61.800 for — 

The gross earnings or receipts of all lines from 
which returns were received forthe year ualed 
770,684,908, of which $206,790,701 were received from 
transportation of passengers; $502,869,910 from 
transportation of freight; $7,464,009 by lines the 
returns of which were so incompiete as to preclude 
their use in the tables giving the general resulte— 
the sources of income, amount of tonnage moved, 
etc.; and $53,749,007 from the transportation of 
mais aod express mutter, from investments, and 
froin the sales of lands applicable tothe payment 
of interest or dividends. 

Tue gross earnings of all the lines for the year 
ending December 31. 1883. naed $823,772, 924, 
exceeding those for 1884 by $53,088,016, tue falling 
off for the year equating about 6.4 per cent. 

The net earnings of all the lines for 1884 equaled 
$265,106 258, against 828. 307, 288 for 18838, the failing 
off equaling $25,261,027, the rate of decrease being 
about 9 per cent. 

Tue number of persons transported in 1884 by all 
the lines was $34,514,529, avainst 312,696,641 for 1888, 

increase for the year being 22,127,838,» the rate 
of increase equaling 7.8 per cent. 

The amount received per passenger per mile 
sees 2.356 cents io 1554, against 2.422 cents in 


The number of tons of freight transported on 
our railroads in 1884 equaled 390,074,749, azainst 
400,453,459 tons in 1883, the failing off equaling 
10,375,690 tons, the rate of decrease being avout 2 
percent. The vaiue of the tonnage moved in 1884, 
at its value at $25 the ton, equaled $9,751,- 


he rates per ton per mile for 1884 of freight 
transported equaled 1.124 cents, against: 1.236 cents 
for 1588, the talling off equaiing 1.12 mills per ton 
per mile. It will thus be seen that the deciine in 
the earnings for the past year was due wholly to 
the reduction in rates charged. 
FALLING OFF LN EARNINGS. 

The falling off ot the earnings of the railroads of 
the country is something phenomenal, so far at 
least as their recent history is concerned. In four 
years, ending December 31, 1883, the increase of 
earnings of all the roads equaied $298,152,347, the 
uverage rate of increase beng over $75,000,000 an- 
nually. This vast increase was due very largely to 
the enormous expendiiure in the period of five 
years ending with 18783 in the construction of rail- 
roads, witnip which about 40,000 miles of line were 
constructed at a cash cost of at least $1,200,000,000. 
The expenditure was well distributed throughout 
the couutry, aod gave an extraordinary impulse to 
trade and producvou of every kind. In 1884 only 
about 4000 miles of pew line were constructed, 
the cost of which did not exceed $20,000 per mile, 
and perhaps not over $15,000 per mile. or a gross sum 
of from $6),000.000 to $75.000,.000.. Form such a 
decrease in an expenditure whica, in a single year, 
1882, reached $350,000,000 it was inevitabie that a 
Violent shock shoud be given to ali the great 
interests of the couutry. 

In a country like our own a check has frequently 
all the effect of a great disaster. The tonnage 
moved in 1583 by the railroads exceeded that of 
1582 by 40,000,000 tons. At $25 to the ton, the 
increase Uf value iu one year of Lhe tonnage moved 
equaled $1,000.000,000. Ali the great interests of 
the country bad not only extended their operations 
in like ratio, but tu far greater ratio, under the 
expectation that 1684 would show an addition of 40,- 
000,000 tons, having a value of $1,000,000,000, to that 
moved the vious year. instead ef an increase 
in 1684. there was a <r of of 
10,000,000 tons having a value of over 3280. 
000,000. In Consequeace, almost every branch of 
production and trade was brought to what seemed 
A complete standstill. Such reaily was by no means 
the dase. The volume of merchandise moved and 
distributed ia 1884 very nearly equaied tbat of 1883, 
while consumption went on very nearly at the rate 
of the previous year. As prov’sion had been made 
for an increase iu 1884 equal to that of 1883, the re- 
sult was a complete giut of every kind of products, 

any one of which could be sold at & price 
that left any satisfactory profit to the producer, 
RAILROAD SPECULATION, 

Of the 40,000 miles of line builtin the five years 
ending with 1888, no small part was built ou specu- 
lation, and for that very reason paralleled already 
existing lines. The most striking examples 

the kind, examples so often adduced, 
are the West Shore and “Nickel Plate" lines. The 
demoratization which bas prevailed in rail- 
road circies is due more to the construction of 
these two, and to the ill fortune which attended 
them, than to any other cause, or it may be said to 
all other causes. Their effect has been to sto 
r the payment of dividends which bad 
paid for a long time at high rates by the 
Bhore and Michigan Central, and to reduce 
those paid on the New York Central from two 
per cent quarteriy to one-half of one per cent 
quarterly. Tbe stoppage or reduction of dividends 
on these great lines created profound apprepeusion 
distrust as to the value of all rail pro 
earaings of other great trunk lines suffered in 
manner, if not to tae same extent. A 
of the relations previously existing be- 
ween the companies was the inevitabie result. 
seemed to be set wholly adrift without chart 
or . Inthe distrust aud incoherency which 
the various lines, especially the great 
out on their own account, and 
business with very littie reference to 
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Ine general volume ef business in 1884 very 
— equaled that of 1883. In extensive sections, 
maluly free from the influences which have affected 
the line described. the earnings in 1884 compare 
favorabiy with thuse of 1838. ö 

Tue cause of the recent falling off in the earnings 
of our railways was a reduction in rates equal to 
oaly a littie over one mill per ton per mile. An in- 
crease of nei earnings «qual to only to one mill per 
ton on the freight moved by the New Vor- Centra: 
would have added $1,970,087 to the net earnings of 
that line. An additionai charge equal ia the aver- 
age to one mill per tou per mile on all the tonnage 
transporied by the railroads of the country for 
1884 would have added over $44,000,000 to their net 
earnings.

FUTURE PROSPECTS. 

It wou'd seem natural, wen the tide turned, that 
the expenditure of 31, 00. 000. 000 upon 40,000 miles 
of new line, in the period of five years. ending with 
1883, would have been followed by an extraordinary 
monetary stringency similar to that which followed 
the great movement in the five years ending with 
1878, during which fully 27,000 miles of new line ' 
were constructed. 

It is not necessary here to enter upon the causes 
of the long period of depression which followed 
1878. Its most striking feature was the lack of 
money—of capital for carrying on the ordinary 
operations of the country. The most striking 
feature which so tar has foilowed the period ending 
with 1888 has been tie abundance of money—ot 
capital. The railway movement ending with 1873 
was a most exhaus‘ive one. The labor ef years of 
our people was then required to restore the waste 
and exbaustion that had been suffered. In the 
period which followed 1883, in tie face of a recent 
expenditure of $1,200,000,000 on new lines, capital 
nas been far more abundaut than at any previous 
period ia our history, showing how much stronger 
the ground upon weh the country now stands 
than that upon which it stood in the period follow- 
ing 1878. For the period of five years ending with 
1888, the earnings of raliroads were excessively 
stimulated by the extraordi expenditures that 
had been made upon new ines. When this stimuius 
was withdrawn there was an excessive failing off of 
earnings. The earnings of the raiiroads for 1885 
will not be much below those of iss4. There is 
every reason to believe that in 1885 railway earnings 
will reach their lowest ebb, ana that in 1856 they 
will show a decided increase over those for the cur- 
rent year, or even over those for 1884. The periods 
preceding and following 1873 and 1888 have many 
similar features, but they are whoily unlike in this, 
that in the period which preceded 1873, the capital 
of the country was thoroughly ex- 
hausted in the construction of 27.000 miles, 
aod that the losses sustained had 
to be restored inthe period that followed, which 
was one of at commercial and industrial depres- | 
sion and distress; while in the period which pre- 
ceded 1883 capital steadily increased in abundance 
in face of the enormous expenditures that had been 
made, so that the period when it closed, instead of 
ending as did that ciosiagyin 1878 in a great crisis in 
whic. all interests were alike disastrously involved. 
closed with a capital greater in abundance than 
when it was entered upon. Theevils, if they can 
be valied such, under which the country now ap- 
parentiy labors, is a plethora, not an absence of 
capital. The problem now before the people is not 
arestoration of the waste of the past, but some 
disposition of its vast accumulations.
